He has never been In politics in the
stpae that he tried to dictate the policy
of the government or sought favors,
but has always had a strong influence
Against the shodding of blood. His has
bean an influence for peace, and he wiil
b# able to exerclso that Influence to a
Breater degree as head of the nation
snd with a clvil government such as
he wilL creiate, Archbishop Nuelo has
besn unalterably opposed to political

prosccutions.

“Rest Cure” of Tuberculosis
Carried Too Far, Says Dr. Biggs

‘MAKES HEALTHY LOAFERS'’

Unoccupied Patients Are Dise
contented When Compelled
to Earn a Livelihood.

Declaring 'n his hellef that the treat-
ment of tuberculosis by long continued
rest has been carried to too great lengths,
Dr. Herman M. Biggs, general medical
offloar of the Department of Health, in &
report on the work of the municipal tu-
berculosls sanatorfum at Otisville, N, Y.,
says that the pattents In that Institution
who are able to do so are required 1o
make themselves useful,

“The Otisville plant,” says Dr. Biggs.
“im self-sustained, producing to a IATEe &X-
tent Its own milk from a maodel dalry,
fresh vegetables and other farm products
and (ts fce. Tt supplies its own water, dis-
poses of |t sewage and has {ts own elec-
trie plant."”

The plan of treatment which inculeates
a bellaf 1 the necessity of much rest, Dr.
Biggs contends, “so fosters tha life of
complete ldleness that the patients are
often unhappy and discontented wWhen
compelled to return to work to earn their
Hvelihood,

“They expect their families or the com-
munity to support them in idlenesa for the
remainder of their lves,” says Dir. Bilggs
“In othar words, a working tuberculosis
peraon is converted Into a falrly healthy

o
The “work cure’” and not the ‘'rest cures”
g adhered to at Otlsville, In describing
the method Dr. Biggs says:

Every patlent admitted to the Otisvilie
sanatorium s expected to do a certain
amount of useful work. On admission
each patient undergoes a rest treatment
of some sixteen to twenty-one days, dur.
ing which time careful watch Is kept
of the temperature and of his reastion
townrd exercise, 1f the patient's range
of temperature I8 abnormal, or his gen-

eral condition Is uneatisfactory, he may
be  transferr to the infirmary or to
tha “sub-standard pavillen.” If, how

ever, his general condition is satisfuctory
and his temiperature is normal he begine
on the sighth davy of his stay to take a
measured walk twlee a day, ander the
direct supervision of a “captaln of the
walking squad.”
